A new study of Kansas fanners found that those ex- 
posed more than 20 days a year to a common herbicide 
were six times more likely than non-farmers lo develop 
a cancer that ravages the body's disease-fighting lymph 
system. 

The study "poinlVput the dangers of using herbicides, 
but also shows ibal Waring protective clothing reduces 
the risk/' Mid Robert V Robcl, a Kansas State Unlver- 
slly environmental blhtoglal who worked on the 
research. 

"I think you'll find farmers more careful in the use of 
herbicides." he said. "I don't think you're going to find 
It will decrease the use of herbicides because farmers 
need them to control the encroachment of weeds in 
Ibclr fields."

Open hearing served 
to inform the public 


Last week’s dismissal of a murder charge against 
Mary Susanne Workman tollowlng a prellmlnaiy 
hearing Is strong evidence, In our view, lor why the 
public and press should not be excluded generally 
from hearings of this type. 

The dlsm&sal of the charges against her means 
that the hearing was, In effect, a mfnf trlal, If It had 
been closed, the people of Jerome County and of the 
Ma^c Valley would.have been denied Important In- 
formation about the case. 

That, in our view, would have led to continuing 
debate over the handling of the case by the pro- 

„secutor_andJaw.enforcement. officials.. With an openj 

hearing, the facts are now in the open and people can 
decide for themselves. _ ^ 

Several weeks ago. Twin Fails attorney Randy 
.Stoker went to court to shut the public and the press 
out of the hearing. 

The Tlmes-News, KMVT and the North Side News 
opposed the motion. Our attorney, Monte Carlson, 
argued that a recent U.S. Supreme Court decision 
■ required judges to weigh competing interests before 
a preliminary hearing could be closed. The judge, 
John Varin, agreed. 

The case- then. went forward, with testimony_lrom. 
both sides, during much of last week. Comprehensive 
accounls/of that testimony were published and 
broadest, giving the public a full range of the 
evidence as it unfolded id court. 

At the end of the case, Varin ruled that the state 
had not established probable cause tor the charge 
against Workman. 

We won’t get into a debate here about Workman’s 
Innocence or guilt. Suffice it to say that the state’s 
case fell apart for many reasons. Conllictlng testi- 
mony, the credibility of witnesses, and some obvious 
mistakes In the Investigative phase ol the deaths all 
contributed to the state’s weak position. 

All of this was evident from the press accounts ol 
the preliminary hearing. 

There is lots ol room lor disagreement over the 
outcome of the case, but we think justice was done in 
this Instance In opening the preliminary hearing to 
the public.

Latin Americxxn debt relief helps 


WASHINGTON— The lattn debt problem Is 
stuck aflcr fourycarsof wishful mismanage- 
ment. The Baker plan has backfired In that It has 
become a cover for commercial banks to pull out 
of debt rescheduling by leaving the bag to 
multilateral agencies, with zero net bcnclil to 
the debtors or U.S. trade Interests. 

Sen. Bill Bradley’s proposal for Umllcd. 
targeted, trade-linked debt relief recognizes that 
more than U.S. banking interests arc at slake. 

He advances two realistic objectives: to bargain 
' trade concessions In exchange for llmllc’d and ■: 
highly selective debt relief, and to turn around - 
the officially assisted debt-collection process 
that has become a major foreign-policy liability. 

Two features of today’s debt collection process 
are Important to understand. 

First, dcbtsarcbcingservIccdloUicdclrl- 
mcnl of U.S. trade interests. Second, debt is be- 
ing serviced by a deep cut In Latin America's In- 
vestment programs. 

Debtors can pay Interest only If they cam the 
dollars with which to pay. They have to sell more 
to us and buy less from us. And Indeed they have. 
Since 19B2. U.S. trade with Latin America has 
experienced a swing of fully SIS billion not even 
counting services. • 

• Latin America is running a huge trade surplus 
not out of export lust, but because of the 
political and economic threats that enforce 
premature debt service. 

The business end of the deal Is this: for every 
dollar of Interest we collect, wc lose a dollar ol 
trade. 

Latin America has pul Us labor on sale to out- 
compcleU.S. firms In our markets and In theirs.

Already strapped by an overvalued dollar, U.S. 
firms arc now hit by the loss of markets and 
Third World competition of our own making. 

Debt relief would mean increased Latin 
American spending power, more U.S. exports and 
.. less of an Import Invasion from the South. 
:',Unllmely debt service also Involves trouble In 
Latin America. To free goods for exports or to 
cut down import spending, something must give. 
Real wages have been cut dramatically, 40 per- 
cent for example In Mexico, and consumption per 
capita has declined sharply. 

But the brunt of the belt-tightening has fallen 
on investment. The numbers are scary : from 
1983 to 1985 investment as a ratio of GNP fell by 
five percentage points below the average of the 
previous seven years. 

That Is frightening because there is no expan- 
sion in capacity and jobs despite a strongly grow- 
ing labor-force growth. The supply side is wear- 
ing out, but It Is the supply side that must 
ultimately pay the bills, Debt relief would mean 
that Latin America has the resources to invest. 
Instead of selling shoes in the Untied States, 

Latin Americans could keep them and also buy 
machines from us. - 

Latin America can choose between two op- 
tions. One is lo keep on shrinking, at the risk of 
extreme social and political inslabilily; the 
other is to challenge the creditors to a more 
equitable program of debt service. 


Latin America contemplates this latter option, . , 
as is apparent from the Mexican tremors and 
from the secondhand market for Latin debts. . 
Bank loans to Brazil trade in this market at 74 
cents on the dollar, those to Mexico at 58, Argcn- , , 
Una's at 66 and Peru's at only 23. 

These prices do not signal the imminent return - , 
of voluntary lending;- Ihey rather suggest loans 
In need of repair. 

With indecent eagerness we have provided .a . ’ • 
lax haven for Latin American capital flight while., 
forcing real wage cuts and mlseir in'ah effort, to 
collect timely and full interest for our banks.. \

She's 
as close lo the real thing as a womancan 
get. It seems to me. She is, simply, a 
mother.

Ailhough I am lucky enough lo have had a 
child of my own, 1 am not unfamiliar with 
the awful anguish of infertility. I've seen 
' friends subject their bodies, and iheir 
hearts, lo the endless probing of thermome- 
ters and needles and the like. But. while I've 
gotten some Inkling ot how hurtful it must 
be to be unable to conceive, I still can't fully 
grasp why they arc so bent on reproducing 
themselves. 

Is adoption, even with Its ycars-long wait, 
really such a terrible allcrnative lo pro- 
pagation? ' 

Surrogate mothering is only a more ex- 
treme form of this war between intellect 
and Instinct that reproductive technology 
has wrought. Women who want to bear 


this is the option of aborting a fetus that 
doesn’t meet their, or society's, standards. 

And as much as I advocate its continued 
legalization, 1 believe abortion violates 
women's, and men's, souls. 

In the case of Stern vs. Whitehead, I sym- 
pathize with both sides. But for a woman to > 
think she can lease her uterus without emo- 
tional and psychological consequences denies : 
her essential humanness. For a man to think 
he can artificially impregnate a surrogate 
and then lay sole claim to the offspring is 
equally Inhuman. 

Women arc not wombs for rent. Men arc 
not semen In ajar. And, finally, babies are 
not products.

Most of 
them ploy only social bridge, as 
distinguished from dupllcatcor 
tournament bridge, but that’s quite 
an army.

homswoggling. The verbs are os vig- 
orous as the verbs of chess: A 
declarer squeezes his opponents, 
pulls a coup, forces a discard, throws 
West into a suicidal lead. The game 
Is enlivened by false cards and 
deceptive overcalls. In social bridge 
the clement of chance pla^p a big 
role, but in duplicate ploy, when all . 
the tables sequentially play the 
same hands, it becomes a battle of 
pure skill: ' 

Unfortunately, as the ACBL itself 


acknowledges, bridge suffers from 
too many players who take the game 
too damned seriously. When one 
thinks of the temper tantrums of top 
chessplayers, maybe the condition 
extets In the world of chess as well. 

In any event, the pleasure of a 
duplicate tournament often is 

diminished by the rudeness of semi- 
professionals who ore out for blood.

Inspected housing, transportation 
costs to and from the workers place 
of reenjitment, bools and gloves, 
workmens cornpensation Insurance, 
transportation by-weekly to shop, all 
utilities, cooking utensils and toilet 
paper. 

The point that farmers were try 
Ing to make was that they did not 
think these Irrigators were “cheap” 
labor. 

Testimony given at Oje meeting 
-by.employers oLnoo;a^lcuUural- 
busincsses indicated that wages paid 
to the legal alien irrigator was not 
only competitive but In many cases 
higher than those paid to their 
employees. 

In fact, in a survey by the Idaho 
Job Service of non-agrlcultural Jobs; 
ol the 10.525 workers surveyed, over 
30 percent arc paid at or below 53.50 
This is far less than the hourly com- 
ings of legal alien Irrigators none of 


which provide housing and Iran^wr- 
lallon.

Federal workers will get 2 % pay raise

WASHINGTON - About .1.4

on a pay raise of at least 2 percent 
next Jan. I, Ihclr first salary boost 
In two years. Congress may sweeten 
It a bit, but once again the amount 
wlll be far short of the promise ihe- 
govcmmenl itself made 16 years 

Salaries of the government s 
white-collar civilian workers are still 
lied, technically, to the Federal Pay. 
Comparability Act of 1970, jh® 
mechanics of which, were designed to 
ensure that federal employees were 
paid as well as Ihclr counterparts In 
private industry. 

It worked that way through most 
of the 1970s, but the wage-selling 
process has been rendered almost 
laughable by a president and Con- 
gress far more concerned these days 
with trimming federal spending and 
a burgeoning deficit. 

■ When President Reagan, who pro- 
posed a 3 percent pay raise for fed- 
eral workers early this year, trimm- 
ed his recommendation to 2 percent 
last week, he virtually dismissed 
government figures showing that a' 
boost of nearly 24 percent w®uld be 
neccssa^ to bring those employees 
up to par with private Industry.' 


The president's latest proposal 
vrill be' Implemented automatically i 
on Jan. 1 unl^ it Is overridden by < 
Congress. It won't be overridden. < 
But the Mouse and Senate^ both of j 
which made room In their budget ] 
guidelines for a 3 percent also, may i 
try to get to the 3 percent level in 
separate legislation - subject to 
po^blc veto by Reagan. 

The reason that Congress won't 
directly. overturn the 2 percent pro- 
posal Is that.under.the 1970 legisla- 
tion. rejection of the prcsldcnt’s_ 
recommendation 'would trigger i 
another automatic feature — im- 
ple^cnlalion of the raises mandated I 
by the annual “pay comparability" ! 
study of the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics. That would mean the 24 
percent boost — which would play 
hauoc-with the budget caps already 
apllrovcd, to say nothing of the 
howls it would raise across the 
' political landscape. 

the'original law called for'thc BLS 
flgtires to dictate federal pay raises, 
but also empowered the president to 
forward altcmallvc rates If he 
deemed them appropriate'bccause of 
“national emergency or economic 
conditions affecting the general 
welfare." Reagan Invoked Ihnt pro-

Reagan made, his decision after 
receiving the recommendations not 
only of the BLS study, but of two 
separate advisory panels. One, the 
independent Advisory Committee on 
Fedcral'Pay. urged ihBfwhltiFCOllar- 
fcdcral salaries be raised at least an 
average 4 percent.

Federal jury clears 
pair of hank fraud 


CHATTANOOGA. Tcnn. (AP) - 
A federal Jury Saturday found 
C.H. Butcher Jr. Innocent of 
charges that h9 lied to Investors 
and covered up Insider loans that 
led to the 1983 bankruptcy, of his 
flnahceeompany. ^ 

The Jury cleared Butcher, 
younger brother of convicted 
bank-fraud felon Jake Butcher, 
and co-dcfcndant James E. 
Steiner of 25 counts of mail, wire 
and securities fraud In connection 
with the demise of Southern In- 
dustrial Banking Corp. 

The bankruplcy.cost 5,000 unin- 
sured Investors more than $25 
million, prosecutors said. 

Butcher, 49, and Steiner, 44, 
both of Knoxville, had faced up to 
115 years in prison and $25,000 In 
fines each If convicted on all 
counts. 

However, U.S. District Judge 
Thomas Higgins ordered Butcher 
back to the Hamilton County Jail 
I pending trial on other charges, 
I includingbankruptcy fraud.

Study: Pentagon, defense jobs overlap 


Fire crews gain ground 
against Western fires 


By The Associated Press 

A fast-moving brush fire broke out 
Saturday In Southern California.- but 
crews working on the Anderson 
Creek Fire In Idaho’s Boise National 
Forest said they were close to full 
control of a forest fire that has char- • 
red 18.500 acres In three weeks. 

A small fire In Washington was 
declared under control. 

About 500 firefighters mopped up 
hot spots inside 49 miles of fire line 
surrounding the big Anderson Creek 
fire in the Boise National Forest In 

*'^”nhlnk we can finally quit saying 
we're hoping and really call U con- 
trolled tonight, unless something 
really strange happens.” said forest 
spokesman Jim Sorenson. 

A number of wilderness fires were 
still burning In the HoUS Canyon and 
Sclway-BlttCTroot wlldwwtfc-arcas. 
and the Forest Scrvic<y‘sald several 
continue to', grow, jilthough very 
slowly. Th^ were being allowed to 

burn within natural barriers. 

Lightning started 10 new fires In 
the Nez Pcre^atlonal Forest late 
Friday, fire information officer 
Mary,-2ablriskrsald they all- were 
small and were contained by seven 


smokejumpers and ground crews. 

In SoullKum California’s Los 
Angeles County, fire broke out In a 
dense- thicket- of - linder-dry- brush 
Saturday near Glendora and raced 
across 60 acres of Angeles Natlonol 
Forest watershed near flatllesnake 
• Peak in the first two hours, forestry 
officials said. | 

The number of county and Forest 
Service firefighters was doubled, to 
400, as the fire raged. Three 
helicopters and three aerial tankers 
w<}rc sent to the blaze in a rugged 
area 30 miles northeast of Los 
-Angelos, said U.S. Forest Service 
spokesman Bob Swinford. adding the ' 
cause of the fire wasn’t Immediately 
known. 

“The good news is the head of the 
fire Is being held pretty well In check 
because of the concentration of 
drops by the air tankers," Swinford 
said. 


■■ WASHINGTON (AP) - More than 
20 percent of the people who left Jobs 
at the Pentagon in 1983 and 1984 to 
Join defense contractors now. spend 
■ at least' some time-working on the 
same projects they had previously 
overseen, a study has found. 

Moreover, 45 per^l of the former 
Defense Department employees say 
their new Jobs In Industry require 
them to communicate with former 
colleagues at the Pentagon, and 26 
■percent acknowledge they were In 
positions to affect . the work ofj^lr 
future employer during ihclr last 
two years allhe Pentagon.' 

A full 90 percent of those surveyed 
believe it Is "advantageous for the 
Department of Defense" to have 
former employees take defense- 
related Jobs In private industry, but 
36 percent also said the Pentagon 
could benefit from restrictions to 
limit potential confllctsof Interest. 

The findings are contained In a 
briefing report to Congress prepared 
by the General Accounting Office 
and cnllticd, "The DoD Revolving 
Door." 

"We now know that the revolv- 
ing-door problem (between gov- 
ernment and industry) Is even more 
widespread than expected," said 
Rep. Gerry Sikorskl, D-Mlnn.. who 
released the report on Saturday.

'The study suggests that defense 
contractors are using the allure of 
lucrative jobs to manipulate the 
procuremept -process for their own 
Min. Former Pentagon officials are 
hired for their insider knowledge and 
fbr favors already render^.” 

The GAO did rwt try to draw such 
eoocluslons, presenting only the 
statistical results of a confidential 
iQOil «trvey. But the congressional 
watchdog agency noted “it Is lmpo^ 
tant ta<^ecp in mind that the 
.respondents were self-reporting on a 
sensitive Issiur dealing with poten- 
Ijur post-employment conflicts of In- 
ttjest." 

'rThdtetore, any bias In the data 
would likely be the result of their 
reporting less post-DoD employment 
on the same project than actually 


exists." 

Sikorskl Is the chairman of the in- 
vestigations subcommittee of the 
House Committee on Post Office and 
Civil Service. He requested the GAO 
review along with ^n. William V. 
Roth Jr.. R-Del., the chairman of the 
Senate Governmental Affairs Com- 
mittee. 

The report comes at a time when 
Congress Is studying new restric- 
tions on the freedom of top civilian 
employees and military' officers to 
move directly Into private-sector 
Jobs in defense. Congressional critics 
maintain the current laws are in- 
adequately enforced and arc Insuffi- 
cient to attack the problem of a 
government worker using his posi- 
tion to gain the favor of a contrac- 
tor. 


The current laws do not prohibit 
federal workers from joining a com- 
pany with whom they previously 
dealt. Rather, existing laws restrict 
the right of former workers to deal 
on behalf of their new companies 
directly with the federal governme- 
nt. 

The House recently .approved 
legislation that would prohibit a 
large group of Pentagon procure- 
ment officials from working for two- 
years for any company that receives 
defense contracts with which they 
were previously Involved. The pro- 
posal was not Included In— the - 
Senate’s version of the defense 
budget bill, however, and Us fate 
will be determined by a conference 
committee.

German invites American friendship

KETCHUM - There are good and bad ways lo 
meet people: Pclcr Rlxner believes he has seen

Rlxner, a German, first met Americans when 
he was 4 years old. The year was rJ45, and the 
Amerfeans sent a lank shell through the Rlxner 
family home in Tegernsee, a West German resorl 
town between Munich and the Austrian border. 

Now. as burgermelster (or mayor) of the town 
where hls family has lived tor at least 5W) years. 
Rlxner is meeting Americans a different way: 
through the friendly exchange of a vpartner" cl- 
relationship with Kelchum. ^ 

"I think It is better lo meet peopje this way.” 
says. Rlxner, whose week-long visitrherc has in- 
cluded several tours of the surrounding area and 
a ride In Kelchum’s annual Wagon 'Days parade 
Saturday. 

' ■ "1 find this Is a good thing to bring people 
together, 1 don’t know of a belter way lo bring 
people together." says . the ; 45-ycar-old 
burgermelster. . , 

Rlxner was one of about 10 people from 
Tegernsee to visit Kctchum last week and during 
the Labor Day weekend as part of an official visit 
lo honor the relationship between tbe two cities. 


a relationship now sanctioned by Sister Cities In- 
ternational. a U.S. -based program to develop lies 
between American and foreign cities. 

The local relationship was begun five years ago 
through the efforts of Dan Henry, an American 
who spills his time living In the Wood River 
Valley and the Tegernsee Valley. The He has 
been sustained by a handful of people on both 
continents. 

Now. the Sun Vallcy-Ketchum Chamber of 
Commerce will lake over the program in Kel- 
chum, a move that Henry and others hope will 
help the program grow, 

Henry initiated the relationship because of 
similarities between the two areas. Both are 
prominent mountain resort towns with strong 
winter skiing and summer seasons to drive their 
economies. The main difference Is a contrast of 
the old and new, and size. 

Benedictine monks established Tegernsee as a 
monastery town. In the ycar74C. Rlxner says. For 
more than 1,000 years, the communlly's liveli- 
hood Centered around the monastery until the 
monks abandoned the site In the early 1‘Jlh cen- 
tury. 

In about ll!20rthc King of Bavaria bought the 
monastery and turned It into a castle, making il 
his summer home. When the king came to 
Tegernsee, many prominent citizens followed

from the need to serve the king's entourage, the 
burgermelster says. 

The population of Tegernsee is about 5,000 peo-, 
pie, bul 11 is only one of five towns surroundlng- 
Tcgcrnscc Lake, the central attraction of the 
picturesque Tegernsee Valley. The homes and 
buildings in the towns reflect the ccnlurles-old. 
heritage of the area. In sharp contrast lo the 
I9lh century Wcslern,_And~ modern American 
structures that dominate Kctchum and Sun 
Valley. 

Rlxner has visiled Kctchum twice, the first 
coming last year when he signed the official 
Sister City documents with Kclchum's Mayor 
Jerry Selffert. In 1981, some residents of Kel- 
chum visited Tegernsee os the first official visit 
between the two towns. To date, two students 
from each area have attended each other’s 
schools. 

II is those type of programs and visits the pro- 
gram’s organizers hope will continue lo grow. 

"The program could lake off right now, but the 
program needs professional, and slale-lype direc- 
tion," says Henry, who will begin living ll mon-l 
Ihs each year in Tegernsee after this summer.

Elderly find new family life 
in Share-A-Home program 


Jack Asher receives award 
for volunteer leadership 


BETHLEHEM, Pa. (AP) - In the 
five years since Share-A-Home of the 
Lehigh Valley Inc. opened Its doors 
td elderly residents, much has 
changed. But the program's original 
coheept of e legally recognized faml* 
ly^of non-related Individuals has re* 
malhed its mainstay. 

"We have normal family kinds of 
libs’ and downs,” resident manager 
Wter Janet Hoover-said. "We laugh 
together and we cry together. 

• “When you bring a group of people 
Who are used to living on their own 
together, and then they have to 
; come in and share, it’s not an easy 
adjustment to make. Eventually 
thby'-setUe into the reality that this 
is home." 

'Abd, according to Sister Janet, the 
.■ .ififgd, five-bedroom house In 
' Bethlehem Isa “home home.” 

Elderly residents, still able to care 
fdr- themselves, pay a monthly ren- 
tal fee which Includes utilities, 
meals and transportation and full 
use of the house. 

'According to the original concept, 
oh elderly person tired of maintain- 
ing a home could choose Share-A- 
Home as an alternative living ar- 
rftngement. Throughout the past 
f^e years, however, Sister Janet has 
noted a change. 


"At first, people would decide to 
become a resident on their own," she 
said, adding that they would simply 
choose Share-A-Home as an alter- 
native. Now, "People don't make 
that kind of decision if they can take 
care of themselves. They come 
because they cannot stay in their 
own homes for various reasons." 

In addition, the average age has 
changed. Currently, residents range 
from age 73-90, with 83 being the 
average. "In the first year or two,” 
SIstcr'Janet said, “We had younger 
elderly." 

She has noted, however, that 
although a higher level of core Is 
needed for older residents — 
specifically In cooking, where needs 
are more Individual — the older res- 
idents have 'Jewer' major medical 
problems. 

"Those who come here in (heir 60s 
and 70s generally have some type of 
physical problem," Sister Janet 
said. "Those that come In their 80s 
and 90s are here because their 
children are retired and beginning to 
have problems of their own. If 
they've survived to be 80 or 90. 
they’re generally able to take care 
of themselves." 

This ability comes in handy, since

U^a 
medical problem arises, they must 
seek out medical care. This has 
created another trend, which Sister 
Janet refers to as Vlhe triangle." 

Since Medicare won't pay for-the 
care of certain illnesses that plague 
the elderly . . . when Illness strikes; 
and the residents go the hospital, 
they can't afford to stay there very 
long. 

They then go (0 a nursing home, 
according to Sister Janet, who' added 
that "nursing homes arc no longer 
retirement centers, they are nur^g 
homes." When they are well enou^, 
they return. 

"There's a great need for this 
middle kind of care," Sister Janet 
said. “More so now than ever be 
fore." To that end, she said, the 
board of directors Is studying the 
needs of middle-income elderly In 
this area and looking to the paaslbil- 
Ity of developing another home. 

Sister Janet said that although 
people opt for Share-A-Home in 
order to retain their independence, 
what actually happens is that they 
become interdependent. This Is an 
Ideal situation to Sister Janet, who 
says, "When you share a life 
logcihcr, you're richer forlt."

Polkas, even waltzes boost fitness 


NEW YORK (AP) - Dancing till 
dawn — or for al least 30 minutes — 
can help you get fit, according lo 
Better Homes and Gardens 
Magazine. 

it says Dr. Belly Rose Griffith and 
her associate, Phil Marlin, pul col- 
lege couples through the paces for 30 
minutes. After a flve-mlnulc cha-cha 
warm-up. the couples did four 
minutes each of the Viennese waltz, 
samba, polka and two sessions of the 
East Coast swing before cooling 
down with five minutes of cha-cha. 


Students ' measured their pulse 
rates for 10 seconds between dances; 
44 percent of them maintained their 
heart rate In the exercise benefit 
zone - defined as 60 to 80 percent of 
their maximum heart rale. 

"The polka really can gel,your 
heart rale up there." says Griffith, 
past president of the National Dance 
Association. She recommends danc- 
ing 30 minutes, three limes a week.

Luxury apartments In York City arc so hard 
to find that many real estate brokers subscribe to 
an obituary service to lind out when an ovraer dies. 

The price of Manhattan’s better residential pro^ 
pertics has gone up almost 600 percent since 1978, 
according to an article in September Town & Coun- 
try. 

The average price per room in luxury co-ops went 
from $106,317 in 1984 to $117,431 In 1985. It is hard to 
find a well-located three-bedroom apartment with a 
view for under $1 million. 

"There Is more wealth in Manhattan now than 
there has ever been," said Roger W. Tuckerman, cx- 
rcutivc vice president of the Douglas Elllman-Gib- 
boh & Ives real estate firm, "and it is younger, 
newer wealth.” 

. Manhattan’s hottest door keys unlock elghl-to-15-' 
room pre-World War II co-op apartments with 
wc^-bumlng fireplaces, high ceilings, libraries and 
maids’ rooms. They cost millions. Co-op boards de- 
mand cash Sales, and review a buyer’s lifestyle, 
lineage, accomplishments, children and net worth. 

Also In demand are townhouses on the Upper East 
'Side, In Greenwich Village, Murray Hill and off Cen- 
tral Park West. They are home to Paul and Bunny 
' Mellon, Mick Jagger and Jerry Hall, Andy Warhol, 
"David Rockefeller, Katharine Hepburn and Halston. 
Record price: retailer Leexner paid $6 million for a 
25-foot-wide lownhouse. 

’ A ono-bedroom condo In an average building starts 
at about $200,000, while a two-bedroom at Trump 
'-Tower on Fifth Avenue can cost as much as SI 
■ million and larger units elsewhere have gone for $i 
million. 


- Fifth Avenue remains the most expensive address, 
particularly for apartments with a pa^ view. Park 
Avenue runs about 20 percent less, as do Bcekman 
and Sutton Place. Central Park South and Central 
Park West have shown great gains lately. 

Presiding over Manhattan's luxury housing 
market are the star brokers; WhM develi^ and 
publisher Mort Zuckerroan bought a Fifth Avenue 
penthouse triplex for $8.5 million — then a record 
price — broker Alice Mason reward^ herself with a 
Monet. 

There is a connection between art and real estate. 
Mason’s rival, Edward Lee Cave, after years with 
Sotheby’s, founded Sotheby’s International Realty In 
1976, saying, "We’ve already sold the art to put on 
the walls. Now we’re selling the walls.” 

At one time you had to in the Social Register to 
get into a good building, but "the pook" no longer Is 
the Manhattan realtor’s bible because Inherited 
money often is not bigmoney, 

"What used to be considered a good Inheritance 
was $10 million,” Mason said. "WeU today, when on 
apartment’s $5 million, that’s not the (^rson who 
can buy It, no matter what his social credentials 
are.” 

Manhattan's condominium towers offer conve- 
nience, from prime location to a concierge to ’^lex- 
and sf^k quotes and health club. The kitchens often 
are tiny, and few condos have ample dining rooms, 
pantries, maids’ rooms or a laundry room. 

Condo buyers lend to be older, or younger, than 
coop residents — either young professionals or emp- 
ty nesters. 

Another luxury option are mews — quaint cul-de- 
sacs and courtyai^s that once housed laborers, 
craftsmen, horses or coachman. Nowadays these 
tiny houses sell -for anywhere from $700,006 to 13 
million.

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Wheat poll diseloses 
growers’ discontent

TWIN FALLS - A recent federal 
poll that endorsed mandatory con* 
trols on wheat production revealed 
wheat farmers’ discontent with cur* 
rent agricultural policies and prices. 

However, the poll Is not conclusive 
enou^ to trigger a call- for a na- 
tionwide quota system, Industry 
leaders say. 

The July poll asked more than l.S 
million wheat producers in 47 states 
whether they would favor man* 
datory controls if they could be 
guaranteed prices at least 25 per* 
cent more than the national cost of 
production. 

The' majority of the valid 
rcs^nses — 53.6 percent — favored 
the controls. However, the narrow 
mar^n of support, as well as a low 
rale of rclum. have hampered In- 
terpretation of the results. 

Only 22.1 percent of the ballots 
were returned, and another 1.7 per- 
cent were disqualified because of 
voting errors, the U.S. Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conservation Ser- 
vice announced. 

Results differed drastically In the 
country’s wheat-growing regions. In 
Idoho and the West generally, farm- 
ers spumed the Idea by wide 
margins.

A: According to the BBB In Los Angeles, 
they have witnessed at least 20 travel clubs 
that offer vacation packages since the 
beginning of this year. All of the clubs have 
addresses In the Los Angeles area. However, 
almost all of the consumer Inquiries regar- 
ding the travel club solicitations have origi- 
nated outside of California. 

The majority of requests for background 
business Information for the travel club < 
business have gone unanswered. The lack of 
background business information has made.. 

It difficult for the Bureau to report specific 
information about the business practices of 
each travel club. 

However, using BBB experience andron- 
Sumer input; we have developed a general in-

formationreport that characterizes some 
travef clubs and their solicitations. This Is 
Intonded to provide the consumers with only 
general Information as they attempt to 
make responsible decisions regarding offers 
of this type. 

The Bureau has eventually received com- 
plaints against some travel clubs alleging 
non-dellvery of merchandise or services, 
misreprcsentatlonor unauthorized charges 

to credit card accounts. Because of the 
nature of the offers made by some travel 
clubs. It often takes several months before a 
consumer realizes she/he has been victimiz- 
ed by a possible Illegal operation. 

These firms generally do not answer and 
adjust complaints nor do they attempt to 
eliminate the causes of complaints. Bureau 
experience has shown that these firms often 
go out of business before complaints can be 


processed. 

Some travel clubs advertising in our area 
offer loll free numbers or collect calling. 
Usually an answering service will take your 
name and number and a phone solicitor will 
rcturnyourcall. 

Telephone solicitors call people telling 
them that they have won a free trip to an 
exotic locale with a minimum service fee. 
Usually the trips arc with restrlctioBBt Some 
restrictions arc: a minimum income of 
$25,000 for the breadwinner, not combined 
Income, (oneclubrequlres$36, 000 minimum 
income); a minimum of21 years of age; 
travel with a companion; havea Master 
Charge or Visa card and some firms will ask 
that you attend a land sales presentation. 

The charge card requirement is for the 
benefit of the travel club. They try to 
pressure you into allowing them to charge 
the trip to the credit card during the phone 
conversation. Some companies will tell you 
this special offer Is only available if you- 
allow them to charge the trip al that time. 

Other methods of collecting the travci 
club fees arc allowing consumers to use 
charge cards or cosh at Western Union or 


send a Federal Express driver to your home 
or business to pick up your cash or check. 
The fee for Federal Express Is $15 and of 
course the consumer pays this expense. 

An item that is often overlooked In the 
moments of the consumer’s excitement Is 
the air fare which must be purchased by the 
consumer for the second passangcr. Super 
saver rates cannot be obtained. The accom- 
modations are always for two adults, but on- 
ly one person's air fare is Included in the 
package. 

Information obtained from consumer? In- 
dicates the travel club’s method of opera- . 
lion arc often similar and typify the so call- 
ed "boiler-room” operallqn. 

The price of the trip offered usually in-, 
eludes a year's membership dues of a travel 
club which allegedly entitles consumers to 
'^discount airfares, cruises, hotel accom- 
modations, and car rentals. 

The followlngarc suggestions for con- 
sumers who have received a questionable 
Iravciclubsolicitatlon: 

• Never give your credit card information 


to an unsolicited caller who represents a 
company you’ve never heard of before. 

• Gel Independent verification of claims 
made by company sales representaUves.

Cairthcsalcsormarkelingdepart- 
menls of the providers mentioned by the

The shakeout has wrought changes 
in the hop industry. 

Growers who used to rely solely on 
what grew on the trellises now plant 
hay or grains in rows between the 
poles. 

Hop farmers have had to be flexi- 
ble lo remain in business, said Leslie 
Roy, whose family grows seven 
varieties of hops where once it grew 
only one. About eight years ago. the 
farms also began producing apples 
and cherries, 

Fruits and hops dovetail nicely. in 
the year-round operation. Itoy said. 
When the hop season ends, the apple 
season begins. 

"Diversification offers a. way of 
spreading your risk around," Roy 
said. 

"We've had apples for about bight 
years," he said. "Before that, we 
had cattle and you know what hap- 
pened In Ihe cattle market." 

Hops arc sold to breweries on a 
contract basis as far as five years in 
advance, or on the spot market. 

Farmers who gamble on Ihe spot 
market have been hurl by low prices 
the past four years. Roy said. 

Spot prices recently climbed to $1 
a pound after hovering between 30 
cents and 50 cents a pound since 
lOin, said Bob Eaton, manager of the 
Hops Administrative Committee in 
Portland, Ore. 
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In 1980, the spot price reached. . 
$5.50 a pound, he said. 

Hop farming Is both labor- and 
capllal-lnlcnslvc, Roy said. 

Each spring, the 18-foot-tall 
trellises arc strung with coir yarn 
from India and hop plants are 
started by hand up the coconut husk 
twine. 

During harvest, people arc needed 
to cut (he vines both at the bottom 
and on the trellises, so they can be 
loaded onto trucks. 

The trucks take the vines to a 
picking machine that separates the 
stems and leaves from the tiny 
"cones." which contain the unique 
flavoring substanccsof hops. 

The cones arc then dried, usually 
with natural gas, until their- 
moisture content has dropped from 
SO percent to less than 10 percent. 

The feather-light dried cones, 
about an inch long, arc then packag- 
ed In in 200-pound bales and sent to a 
broker, 

A rule of thumb has It that It 
lakes one cone to make a bottle of 
beer. That Is less than one-fourlh 
pound of hops per 3l-gallon barrel of 
beer. 

More than half of the United 
Stales hop crop is grown for export 
to countries from Angola lo Zim- 
babwe. although Canada, Mexico 
and Brazil arc the biggest foreign 
cuslomers, said Bill Smith of the 
Washington Hop Commission.

WASHINGTON (AP) - An Indicator that 
measures bow many bushels of com can be 
bou^t from the proceeds of selling a hog Is 
at its highest level slncq. 1909, when the 
Agriculture Department began keeping such 
records. 

The preliminary flguresjor July put_lhe 
hog-com ratio, as It's called, at SO'to i. lii 
other words, the price fanners got for 100 
pounds of live hog was enough to pay for 30 
bushelsofcora. u. ^ 

According to the. July figures, hogs 
averaged $61 per 100 pounds, and com was 
$1.99 per bushel at the form nationally. 

Just a year ago, hogs were bringing farm- 
ers $45.70 per hundredweight, and com was 


$2.60 per bushel. That was a corn-bog ratio of 
less than 18 to 1. 

-Leland Southard, a livestock economist In 
the department’s Economic Research Ser- 
vice, said that generally a com-hog ratio of 
22 to 1 or better would cover total costs for 
an average farrow-lo-finish operation. And 
tharwould signal an expansion In pork pro- 
duction nine months to a year down the 
road. 

But fanners were still sending a high 
percentage of sows to slaughter in early Ju- 
ly, ^ggesting that hog producers arc not 
respon^g unmedlateiy to the higher 
returns and the favorable i>utlook for the 
remainder oftheyear. 


Southard said In a new outlook report that 
projections indicate the hog-com ratio will 
exc^ the breakeven level through at least 
the first half of 1987. 

"The high percentage of sows (which went 
to slaughter last month) may suggest that 
producers are taking advantage of relatively' 
hi^-sow-prices-to-generate-cash-flowr-or 
that some producers are leaving the in- 
dustry,” he said. "For example, a sow 
weighing 470 pounds selling for $51 per hun- 
dredweight would bring In $96 more than a 
gilt weighing 235 pounds at $61 per hun- 
dredwcl^t." 

Southard said hog prices this month may 
average near the July level, a period when 


pork production Is seasonally low. In 
Sepiember. when production begins Its fall 
upturn, prices could decline to the mid-$50 
range. 

"Higher poultry production .Is tempering 
further hog price gains." he said. "Prices 
are expected to average $56 to.$60 (per hun- 
dredwdghU. In the- third quarter, then drop 
slightly as production picl^ up this faii. In 
the fourth quarter, prices are expected to 
average $53 to $57 at the seven major 
markets.”
